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DETAILED ACTION 

This application contains many different species. Claims 30-35 were originally filed in 01/17/05 and 
generic claims. Therefore, there was no need Election/Restrictions under different species mailed out at 
that time. Recently, newly claims 36-64 are added and contained more than one species of the generic 
invention. According to MEPE § 81 1 , a restriction requirement can be made any time before final action. 
Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic invention. 
These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as to form a single 
general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

The species are as follows: 

Species 1) Fig. 1 illustrates a microcannula with an inner member. 
Species 2) Fig. 2 illustrates a microcannula with expandable segments. 
Species 3) Fig. 3 illustrates a microcannula with a signaling beacon tip. 
Species 4) Fig. 4 illustrates a microcannula with a side connection fitting. 
Species 5) Fig. 5 illustrates a microcannula with an open distal tip with a side channel for 
application of suction 

Species 6) Fig. 6 illustrates a microcannula with fenestrations and an inner member for controlled 
tissue removal 

Species 7) Fig. 7 illustrates a microcannula with a single fenestration for controlled tissue 
removal. 

Species 8) Fig. 8 illustrates a microcannula with a rotating inner member for tissue cutting. 

Species 9) Fig. 9 illustrates a microcannula with a side fenestration and tissue cutting flap. 

Species 10) Fig. 10 illustrates a microcannula with a side fenestration an inner member for 
directed tissue abrasion. 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the claims shall be 
restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable.
